One industry wbu-h us dodiuing 


m this country i-^ tin- uuinufat-ture 
of wooden luth-i. It L» «oi owing to 
any general dtvr»<at*> ol building, 
nor to bu.siu»'-->!- depression, but to 
the growing demand from nearly 
all architects for metallic lathing in 
the construction of the partitions of 
modern buiMing*. Metallic lathing 
iau-ed lass with a vie-.v to making the 
building^ nrepnxrf than to making 
the walls and partitions stronger 
and !«».•. likely to crack. Ordinary 
wooden laths are nailed to the stud- 
dings while still gr<?<en or wet froru 
exposure to the weather. It would 
make* no difference it they were per- 
fectly dry, for the mortar would 
quickly moisten them. Then comes 
the drying out process. As the laths 
dry they twist and turn, cracking 
the mortar und weakening the wall. 


The wooden lath is doomed except 


for the construction of the cheapest 
kind of buildings. The advantages 
of any form of metal lathfc are so 
great that architects have no diffi- 
culty in persuading prospective 
builders to use them to the exclu- 
sion of wood. 


The evolution of tho lath is rather 


interesting. In tho early days, just 
after the log cabin era in this coun- 
try, a plastered wall was looked up- 
on as a luxury. Studdings were 
hewn from hard wood and tbe laths 
were riven by hand from the 
straightest grained timber obtain- 
able and occasionally dressed with 
the drawknife or spokoshave when 
too thick for use. They were fasten- 
ed to the studding with handmade 
nails costing 2 or 3 hhillings a pound, 
and before the rough coat of mor- 
tar and hair was put on the lathed 
wall presented a rugged appearance, 
having no straight lines anywhere 
and showing chinks varying from a 
mere crack up to fully an inch when 
a crooked lath came in juxtaposi- 
tion to a moderately straight one. 
Then came the sawed laths, each 
one ripped from the edge of an inch 
and a quarter plank with a handsaw. 
Next came wie laths made one at a 
time with circular saws, and then 
came the gangsaw machines, which 
made scores of laths at one cut. 
These laths were cut from the log 
with a shaving knite and chopped 
into widths as toothpicks and cigar 
lighters are. 


The next innovation was a metal 


lath made of 'thin sheet iron strips 
ribbed or having the edges turned 
over to give strength. Perforated 
sheet iron with ragged punctures, 
in which the mortar would clinch, 
succeeded the strips, and wire net- 
ting lathing was introduced. It was 
generally strengthened with rilw of 
coarser wire and is still extensively 
used, not only for partitions, but 
for concrete floors as well. 


Within a few years scores of pat- 


ents hare been granted for metallic- 
lathing, and in almost every in- 
stance they have been for making 
sheet steel plates provided with slits 
or perforations to hold the mortar 
Several varieties are designed to get 
more em-face out of the metal sheet 
than by mere perforating and are 
known as expanded metal lathing. 
One company has had almost a mo- 
nopoly of expanding metal in this 
manner by the use of an ingenious 
machine, upon which it has patents 
here and abroad. The sales run up 
to considerably more, than $1,000,- 
000 a year in the United States, it is 
said. *This lath is said fully to dou- 
ble the width ot the original plate, 
from which it is cut. Recently an- 
other company h;:s produced a imi 
chine by which even more expan- 
sion is gained by an ingenious form 
of cutting und corrugating. All this 
is clear gain, and the effort is being 
directed to getting tho greatest stiff- 
ness with the lightest metal, which 
means more gain to the makers.— 
New York Sun.

The annular or ring growths of 


trees and their relation to tho age 
of the averagespecimen of the "for- 
est monarch" have been the leading 
subject of discussion in the scien- 
tific journals for the past few- 
mouths. It is pretty generally ad- 
mitted by the forestry experts that 
where the "zone test," as it is call- 
ed, c:in be properly applied, the age 
imputed to tbe tree will not err in 
the way of excess. It is also admit- 
ted by" the very best of the great 
host of writers upon the subject that 
a clearly marked ring infallibly de- 
notes a season's growth. Assuming, 
then, that these growths are true 
age indicators, it w plain that where 
there i-, an unusually thin, or, per- 
haps indistinguishable layer, one 
year's credit will remain unentered 
in the tree's* life register. On this 
ring basis ot computation a German 
scientist has been engaged in pre- 
paring a table of the ages of cer- 
tain European trees. He finds that 
in Finland and Sweden the pine and 
fir trees attain to the maximum age 
of 700 years. The greatest ascertain- 
ed age,"of the larch (this is Bavaria) 
was 274: years, while the silver fir 
of the hame locality often grows un- 
til it is 400 years old. The oldest 
known German specimen of the oak 
is one of the "holm" variety, which 
formerly stood near Aschaffenbwrg, 
which the ring growths proved to 
be 410 years of age. Tbe maximum 
ages of other German trees—as 
formed by counting the 
ring 


growtho—i« as follows: Bed' Tieech, 


243; 
ash. 170; olm, 130; bircb^ 200; 


aspen, 210, and alder, 115.—St

There- 
fora it is an easy matter for us to 
make them into apparently brand 
new corks. The waiters at fashion- 
able clubs and other places where 


wine is druiik find that 


collecting old corks is H very valua- 
ble perquisite. Wine corks are our 
most valuable commodity, and most 
of the beer bottle corks now in use 
are old wine corks which have been 
remade. 


"Yes, if it were not for our trade, 


corks would IHJ twice the price they 
are ut present. We remake an enor- 
mous number in a year. Why, when 
I started in this business six years 
ago, 
I estimated that tho value of 


tho corkn thrown away in England 
iu a year amounted to £7.~j.OOO. 


"How do 1 get the old corks t Oh, 


that is an easy matter. When I 
start**! in business, I used to go 
round to tho public houses and ho- 
tels and gather them myself. In 
thoso day» potboys' and 
waiters 


were not up to tho dodge, and I 
generally uwd to got the old corks 
for nothing. A little later on, when 
I found I had hit on a paying thing, 
I took this place and hired n couple 
of men to collect corks for me. Now 
I havo six meti always out gather 
ing them, and each man has n list <>1 
hotels where ho must call every 
week. We pay 4 to 0 pence a gross 
for corks. Sometime my men will 
bring in one day four hundred- 
weight of corks lx'tween them. Thi>- 
is no small amount, sus there arc 
from l-IO u> IfiO corks in a pound. 


"Another branch of my bnsinew 


is tho collection of 'ilust.' You s<t 
that bin'" pointing to a box hold- 
ing two or tlm-e cartlowls of some- 
thing like coal-so sawdust. "That is 
what we call 'dust'—grajte packing 
it is iu roality. Most cheap grapes 
are packed in cork dust. Well, two 
of my men do nothiug but collect 
this dust. They visit Covent Garden 
market and the larger fruit shops 
every day and buy the dust for next 
to nothing. It is brought here and 
sifted into two degrees of fineues-* 
The coarser quality I sell to lineo 
leum manufacturers, and the liner I 
bend to big makers of patent medi- 
cines, who use it for paekiiig and 
pay a good pi ice for it.—London

Thero are fow more remarkable 


ces of enj-iueering *kill, in 


this or any other country, than tlie 
climb of the Western Carolina rail- 
road c.vc-r the Hlue Ridge moun- 
tains. The first trail through tho^e 
mountains to cross Swanuanou gaj» 
was made by tho deer and other 
forest animals. Tho Indians follow- 
ed the path which the animals 
marked out. The Indian trail lie- 
came tho wagon way of the white 
pioneer, and, with advancing civili- 
zation and settlement, the state 
turnpike. Twenty years ago tho 
railroad was pu>hed along tlie same 
general route. But men and horses, 
wagons and oxen cr.ti go where :> 
locomotive cannot. To climb the 
rtdgo an easier grade was impera- 
tive. 


From a little station called Hen- 


rys, for a considerable time the 
terminus of the road, but now aban- 
doned, to tho top of the gup is a 
distance of three miles in an air 
line. By rail it is nine miles. From 
the Round Knob hotel, two miles 
beyond the site of Hi-nrj's, to a 
point just above Mud cut is u short 
three-quarters of a mile by a moun- 
tain trail. By rail it is five miles. 
Tlie difference in elevation between 
Henrys aud tho top of tho gap is 
1,700 feet, or rather more than 500 
feet to the mile. The old turnpike 
road between the two points follows 
u fairly direct line, with an average 
rise of about one foot in five. The 
accent at that grade, though possi- 
ble for man and beast, is impossible 
for a, locomotive without gearing. 


When the line was pushed through 


the mountains, 20 years ago, the 
construction work was carried on 
at l>otb euds, from Old Fort west- 
ward upon the eastern side and be- 
tween the gap and Asheville upon 
the western side. As the work pro- 
gressed, an engine upon tho western 
side became a necessity, and tho 
line upon the eastern side had only 
reached Henrys. To suspend the 
work meant long delay. An engine 
must go out, and tho problem arose, 
how to get it there over the moun- 
tain. O:ie of the, lightest euginc-s 
on the lino was wjnt in as f:ir as 
Henrys. Froio there to the rails on 
the other side of tho gap it was ok. 
miles, and all the way .up hill 500 
feet to tho mile. Tlie track to the 
top was but roughly graded. There 
were bridges and culverts to build. 
It was decided to use the turnpike 
road. By wans of short sections 
of track, tho sections being taken 
up after the engine hod passed them 
uiid carried forward to be replaced 
for further progress, it was regard- 
ed as possible to effect tho ascent. 


As it was manifestly impossible 


fur any friction wheeled engine to 
carry itself up so sharp a grr.de, it 
would have to be dragged up by 
other me.mR. A long line of oxen 
was tried,but the i>lau failed through 
inability to obtain a uniform pull 
from the team. There was plenty 
of power, but it could not be made 
to harmonize. Finally the large 
crew of c,ouvicts by whom the road 
was being built was set at work. 
Ropes were run forward,upon which 
some 200 men in striped clothes 
were set to pulling. Others worked 
at tho wheels with pinch bars, whih 
others htood leudy with blocks of 
wood to serve as wedges behind the 
wheels, to hold every inch of ground 
that w.is gaiue-!.

The protecting 
envelope had been pierced again and 
again by the attacks of termites 
and its insulation destroyed. 


These termites, or white ants, are 


the pests of many tropical countries. 
Certainly the wise king, had he- 
thought of them, would ut-vor have 
sent the sluggard to tlie ant for a 
moral lesion. An <-\ci-ss of energy 
may l>e more mischievous than the 
spirit of "rest and be thankful." 
Perhaps, however, at> Solomon is 
said to have lx*en au adept in nat- 
ural history, he would have replied 
that he was not resjionsible for tho 
misnomers of the future genera- 
tions. The destructive termite is, 
in fact, not a true ant, and has no 
real connection at all with that 
model of brisk yet patient industry. 
Indeed they are generally put so far 
apart a.s to be classed in different 
orders, but in many of their habits; 
the termites resemble the true ant*. 
Some >iH!cios build eonelike mounds, 
raising them to a height of 5 or 6 
feet and constructing in the hard 
mud an elaborate system of cham- 
bers and galleries. Others burrow 
into wood. These are thejterror of 
the householder. 
Posts and beams 


are riddled by them; chairs aud ta- 
bles are converted into a hollow 
mockery, for the creatures work 
away at the interior, leaving the 
outside undisturbed. 


The termite is not very particular 


as to what it attacks. Though asoit 
bodied creature, its jaws seem to be 
fairly hard. Not only furniture, 
but also books, papers, clothing, 
cord — almost anything about a 
house except the bricks and tho mor- 
tar, the slates and the glass—are 
food for its ravenous maw. The cop- 
per in tlie French cable, of course, 
was too much for it—although Pro- 
fessor Bouvier stated that leaden 
bullets sent to the Crimea during 
the war wore perforated by some 
insect*9—but tho wire became worth- 
less when its insulation was destroy- 
ed. The leaden pipe, however, pre- 
sented no difficulty. Probably it 
was but roughly laid, being only 
meant for general purposes of pro- 
tection. 


Chinks would occur here and 


there, aud an army of termites 
would won effect a lodgment with- 
in the fortification. 
The rope and 


the* gutta porcha they would not 
find much to their taste, and would 
be no more nffectod by tho passing 
current than are tho birds which 
perch on the overhead wires. 


Tlie termite no doubt b;is its as- 


sailants, such as spiders and toads, 
lizards, goat suckers and bats. We 
imagine tVjat iu Tonrrain people 
must look almost affectionately even 
on the first two of these, but tho in- 
sects increase and multiply ho fast 
—for the female is a regular egg 
Ia5~ing machine—that it will be 
many a day before these destructive 
little creature disappear from trop- 
ical countries.

can bo defeated by sundry devices, 
one being to prepare the rope with 
a solution in which fine sand is mix- 
ed, but the termite would probably 
be able to deal even with this. Pro- 
fessor Bouvier advises the use of 
sulphate of copper. If the cable be 
steeped iu this, he believes even tin* 
termite will decline it as an article 
of diet. - London Sentinel.
